"Hdnrs., 364 Inf., Camp Lewis, Wn. 

"Sat., June 2', 1918. 
Dear Folks:

day. Was
very glad to hear that you are w«l 

'.'The hot weather you speak ( 
rather unusual for that part of the 
harm the crops.

"I was afraid that I would not hear from you before I left. 
When you receive this I will be on my way ''Over Seas." We 
have been (darned old typewriter sticks) very busy for the past 
several days getting ready to move. You know that it is no small 
job for a family to move their household goods to say nothing of 
moving a family of nearly four thousand men a regiment. We 
h.ive worlds of reports, etc., and preparations to make, and ha 
been working almost night and day.

"Some of the Division has already left. Our heavy freight 
has already gone, and this regiments is scheduled to leave Wednes­ 
day. Some of our officer* have already gone in advance. We 
don't know what route we are. to flo; or to what port of 
barcation. We will be at the part of embarkation from ten days 
to two weeks.' I expect to be able to go to New York before we 
start across. ,

"I haven't any idea as1 to how fong I wilt be gone, as we have 
to stay over there until our job iff finished and the Lord only 
knows when that will be. As tor myself, I have no other thought 
but what I will come back safe and sound,

"As this is the last week-end 'here, about all of the officers 
are In Taconja. Since I have no further interests in Tacoma, I am 
staying out at camp. As it happens, I am the senior officer 
present, and consequently am at the present moment in command '

seven hundred men. I can say that I commanded a regiment 
in my life anyhow.     .

"Ever since I have been in   the service I have been getting 
equipment, so this order to move finds me completely equipped 
for field service. My last purchase was a dandy pair of riding 
boots and spurs which mounted officers are authorized to wear. 
They certainly look swell, and only cost the trifling' sum of $31.00. 
That is an awful sum for a pair of shoes; but it really isn't so 
much when a good pair of boots will wear two or three years.

"I am allowed to- take three pieces of baggage a small trunk 
locker a bedding roll and a hanpl grip or suit case. The trunk 
and bedding roll can not exceed 2SO lb». The hand grip can be as 
heavy as you can carry. I have three flood, uniforms, an over­ 
coat and raincoat, two pair of good shoes, a pair of field boots, a 
pair of riding boots, a pair of leather and cloth leggins, two O.D. 
shirts, light and woolen underwear, light and heavy   locks, two 
sweaters; a woolen helmet or togue, two pair of woolen wristlets, 
a light mattress and pillow (kapoc), two light and two heavy 
woolen blankets, two hats and a cap, and lots of small necessary 
articles too numerous to mention.

"It is possible that our train may go thru Pocatello. We can't 
tell anything about it tho, vince none of us know which way we 
go. Would certainly be fine if I knew we (were) going that way 
and what time we would be there so you oould.be in Pocatello,to 
see me when I went thru; but rthat is out of the question. ....

"I. wish you folks could see one of Uncle Sam's big training 
camps, it would be a revelation to you. Altho war is- hell, and 
barbaric at the same time the training that these men are get­ 

ting, tant! the wonderful improvement that thsy show after a few 
weeks here is the best thing in the world for the men, and the 
country. The effects, of their training will be felt in this' country 
for some years to come. It is making men of them mentally and 
physically. We don't want a big military nation with a formidable 

. war'machine, but .we do want patriotic Americans, who have ,had 
enough training so this country will have the respect of the world, 
and will never find themselves again in the same predicament that 
we were in at the beginning of our entrance into the war also 
disciplined enough with military training to be> law abiding and self 
repeating citizens. It is a large melting.pot where all nationalities' 
and classes of men are thrown together, eating the same food, 
doing the same «york, getting the same pay, and with the same 
object in view. All the different classes are getting to under­ 
stand one another better than anyone else could have done. It is 
the biggest and best argument that could be put forward for ijnl- 
versal military service for all young men when their characters 
are being molded for better or worse.

"When you get back to Los Angejes, I hope you can find time 
to drive down to San Diego some time' and see Camp Kearney.

"I really can't find'much to write about as I have told you 
about everything there is to toll in previous letters. I wish you ' 
were as prompt about answering my letters as I am about ans­ 
wering yours. I certainly'hope that you are all alive and well 
when I return, and that we can all have a big reunion.

"Please don't let it bev a-case of gone and forgotten while I 
am away. Write me often and tell me the news, no matter how 
trifling. They say that receiving mail is about .all the enjoyment. . 
that they have over there. Gen. Penning says for the folks at 
home to write often, -as it keeps the boys cheered up. /There Is 
nothing mors discouraging than to see everybody receiving mail, 
and none for yourself.

"It would be a mighty pleasant surprise to'find a letter from 
you waiting for me when I get there. Be sure and address; my 
loiters as follows from now on. Captain, William H. Flood, Hdqrs. 
364th Infanty, 91st Division, American Expeditionary. Force (spelled 
out in full)., ,
